try.”

These persons who requested 
assistance from the Census Bureau 
last year were among an estimat- 
ed 20 million United States resi- 


dents who are without proof’ of, 


age or birthplace. The historical 
records of the Census Bureau pro- 
vide the only acceptance source of 
this-inforunation for many of these 
people. Since its beginning in 1 F 
the U. S. Census has~ recorded 
identifying data for almost 350 
million persons, many of them 
listed several times in separate 
censuses. The Bureau has provided 
copies of these records to about 
three and one-half million people, 
as legal proof of age, place-of birth, 
ditizenship, or kinship. 

Persons seeking such a record 
for social security purposes should 
go to the local ocial 
Office, _oT, other

vice Branch, Bureau of the Census, 
Pittsburg, Kansas, for an appli-
